Aid. Hull was the only member of the 
board absent at the city council meeting 
last evening. 

McPhillips, Wootton it Barnard wrote 
on behalf of C. W. Rosa, that if the city 
again entered his property on Beacon 
Hill to dig a ditch for draining oil' the 
water from the park legal proceedings 
would be taken. This was referred to 
the city solicitor and the streets com- 
mittee. 

T. 0. Borby once more asked the coun- 
cil to do justice in regard to the compe- 
tition for the James Bay causeway, and 
asked that as his plans were considered 
the best he be awarded the first prize. 

Aid. Bragg, though his sympathy hud 
been with Mr. Sorby, moved that Mr. 
Sorby be informed that the council had 
no funds to devote to the purpose. 

After some discussion the motion was 
carried. 

Kev. Air. Ellison entered a vigorous 
protest against the shelving of his letter 
sent to the council last week in regard 
to Craigllower road. It was filed with- 
out discussion. 

A number of applications were re- 
ceived for the position of foremen for the 
additional clearing in connection with 
the waterworks improvements at the 
lake. The Water Commissioner recom- 
mended that H. Williscroft be appoint- 
ed, also enclosed a letter from Mr. 
Steinberger, offering to settle all claims 
for land damages at the lake for $1750. 

In the discussion that arose, Alk. Wil- 
liams opposed the whole scheme of im- 
provement, as adopted at last week's 
meeting. It meant, not work for the 
laborers, but was simply spending most 
of the money on land. For instance, 
Steinberger's land in the offer really 
meant about $150 an acre — much more 
than the value of the land. 

Aid. McLellan was in favor of settling 
this matter with Steinberger. It 
meant a law suit if they did not. 

Aid. Williams did not see what good 
there was in raising money for such an 
appropriation at the end of the year. It 
would do no harm to let it remain over 
for a few weeks. 

Aid. Wilson said if the council did not 
agree to the price arbitrators would have 
to be appointed. Aid. Wilson in this 
connection stated that remarks were at- 
tributed to him last week that were 
really made by Aid. Williams. 

Aid. Humphrey moved that the Water 
Commissioner proceed to expropriate 
the land in the ordinary way and report 
to the council before purchasing. 

Aid. Williams in amendment moved 
that the work of building the dam at the 
like and the building of the outflow bo 
proceeded with, but no land be pur- 
chased at present. 

This amendment was not seconded 
und the motion of Aid. Humphrey was 
carried. 

On motion of Aid. Partridge the Water 
Commissioner was authorized to appoint 
l foreman. 

Chief Deasy reported the suspension 
of hoseman W. Duncan for absence from 
(ires, and driver McNeill and truckman 
Kendall for misconduct in the lire hall. 
He recommended the reinstatement of 
Duncan after fourteen days as the cause 
f his suspension should be taken in 
connection with his services at tires and 
there was no complaint against him 
while on duty. With reference to the 
other two, theirs was u breach of dis- 
cipline which if overlooked would tend 
to demoralize the department. 

Aid. Macmillan wanted the report 
laid over to give the men a chance of 
reply. 

Aid. Wilson had the written charges 
and offered to read them. 

Aid. Partridge said Chief Deasy's let- 
ter was in accord with the procedure. 
It should now be referred to the fire- 
wardens, and not laid over. He twitted 
Aid. Macmillan with first agreeing with 
the finding in the Ledingham case and

then changing afterwards and wanting 
Ledingham taken back. 

This Aid. Macmillan denied. 

Aid. Partridge and Aid. Wilson both 
insisted that Aid. Macmillan had acted 
as Aid. Partridge had charged, and 
some hot words followed. 

Finally Aid. Macmillan's amendment 
was lost and the motion to refer tho 
matter to the tiro wardens was carried, 
The fire wardens will report to the coun- 
cil. 

The market superintendent reported 
receipts for the month of $73,40. 

Tenders for printing by-laws and an- 
nual reports were referred to the print- 
ing committee. 

The following opinion from the city 
solicitor was read : 

" I have the honor to inform you that 
you have no power whatever to curry 
out the wishes of the persons signing 
tho two petitions us to the election of 
the fire cliief or to appoint any officer in 
any manner but that pointed out in 
municipal act 1802. Sub-section 41 of 
section 104 of that act gives power to 
frame by-laws for appointing tire en- 
gineers and firemen, and snb-section 84 
of same section gives power to make by- 
laws for regulating the appointment and 
removal of officers and servants, but these 
powers are limited by section 99, which 
states you may appoint by resolution or 
elect by written ballot a water commis- 
sioner or such other municipal officers 
as may by the council be deemed neces- 
sary, who shull hold office during the 
pleasure of the Mayor and council, and 
further states that the council shall not 
appoint any officer for a longer period 
than their own term of office, or at a 
salary for which a yearly hiring muy be 
inferred. Section 101 declares that in 
every election by the council for a muni- 
cipal officer or officers the voting shall 
be by ballot." 

The petition asking that the fire chief 
be not appointed by the council but 
elected by the ratepavers, was therefore 
tiled on motion of Aid. Cameron. 

J. G. Elliott, secretary of the Board of 
Fire Underwriters, wrote as follows : 

" Gentlemen : — It having been brought 
to the notice of this association that you 
are about to consider a petition, the 
object of which is to make tho office of 
fire chief elective, I am instructed on 
behalf of the board to enter a protest 
against any such petition, und to 
state that the underwriters are fully 
satisfied with the present existing 
condition of the management of this 
department of the public service. Con- 
sidering that the lire underwriters' con- 
tribute about one half the expense of 
this department, it will be readily con- 
ceded that they are fully entitled to ask 
your honorable body to consider this 
protest when the matter come up before 
you. (Sd.) J. G. Elliott, 

Secretary, 

Dr. Duncan, medical health officer, in 
reply to the council wrote that he had 
hired the Alert for a trip to Darcey 
island, as he was unaware that there was 
any agreement with the Sadie. 

The City Solicitor briefly reported 
that the city council hud no power to 
pass a curfew by-law. 

A further report of the City Solicitor 
stated that the lots of St. John's church 
encroached three feet on Herald street. 
The city had a right to order the fences 
put back. 

It was decided to carry this out. 

The City Solicitor reported that the 
corporation have never taken over the 
portion of the street from which the 
sidewalk on Craigflower road was re- 
moved, and until they do so they have 
no power to interfere with Mr. Ellison, 
and it will be better to leave some rate- 
payer to proceed against him on behalf 
of those interested. 

In regard to Kingston street lines, the 
city solicitor found that the corporation 
is only required to compensate the ten- 
ant, owner or other person interested in 
the land in front of which the street 
lines shall he defined. 

Mrs. Scaife, Miss Cameron, J. T. 
Higgins, A. B. Eiskine, Geo. Jay, sr., 
W. H. Ellis, Wm, Templeman, J. H. 
Falconer, John Taylor and W. Pendray 
were appointed as the city's representa- 
tives on the Agricultural Association 
board.

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa. Dec. 30. — The cabinet was 
engaged until a late hour this evening 
in drafting the Governor-General's 
speech for the opening of parliament on 
Thursday. 

Tho coming session is to be a regular 
one and private bill legislation will be 
proceeded with simultaneously with the 
government measures, the chief among 
which will, of course, be the remedial 
bill. This measure will from all ac- 
counts be of an exceedingly moderate 
nature. Indeed, the result of the recent 
bye-elections would seem to justify the 
government in proceeding cautiouely. 
It is evident from these elections that 
the Roman Catholics are not greatly 
enamoured of separate schools, but as 
the minority in Manitoba have asked 
for them and are entitled to them under 
the constitution, the government has no 
recourse but to carry out the constitu- 
tion. 

Private bill legislation for the coming 
session shows a great falling off com- 
pared with other years. Notice has been 
given of fifty-eight measures us com- 
pared with an average of eighty-live. 
The great maorityn of bills pertain to 
railway affairs. 

The Governor-General is taking u 
great interest in the Shortis case, which 
is now before him. The cabinet council, 
by a majority of one, favors non-inter- 
ference with the sentence. His Excel- 
lency has taken the somewhat unusual 
course of consulting each minister. 



LUXTON ANI) MARTIN. 

The School Question to Be Discussed in 
Victoria by Manitoban Representa- 
tives of Both Sides the Case. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 30.— (Special) — The 
Nor'-Wester to-night says: "Mr. W. 
F. Luxton left this city hurriedly on 
Sunday. He took the westbound train 
and his destination is Victoria, B.C It 
is said that Joseph Martin, M.P., is now 
out at the Coast, in the interests of the 
Liberal party. Mr. Martin evidently in- 
tends venting his views on the Manito- 
bo school question, and Mr. Luxton will 
be on the spot to check him up. Lively 
times are in store for the electors of 
Victoria when these two diametrically 
opposite gentlemen discuss the school 
question."

On Trial for Conspiracy to Murder the Wife 
of one of Them. 

Toronto, Dee. 30. — (Special.)— The pre- 
liminary investigation into the case of 
Dallas T. and Harry Ilyams, charged 
with conspiracy to murder Martha 
Wells Ilyams, wife of Harry Hyama, 
commenced to-day before Police Magis- 
trate Denison. Four charges of forgerv 
were brought against the prisoners, all 
the cases being alleged to have taken 
place in April, 1893, and involving in all 
$3,050. The prisoners pleaded not guilty 
on all the charges, and were remanded 
until January (i.

Montreal, Dec. 30.— (Special)— The 
bye-election for Jacques dirtier for the 
Dominion house took place to-day and 
resulted in the election of Mr. Char- 
bonneau, Liberal, by 5"Gmajority.

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The Sealer "Mascot" Returns to 
Port -A Fatality of the 
Recent Storm. 



Arrival Home of the "Danube "-The 
Indians Threaten Serious Mis- 
chief at Silica. 



Fears for the Safety of the Steamer 
" Mischief "-The " Kingston "■ 
" Kosalie " Combination- 



The schooner Mascot returned to port 
about noon yesterday, bringing the sad 
news of the death of one of her crew, of 
a painful accident tn another and of 
damage done to botli vessel and freight. 
All this happened about 5 :L'0 o'clock on 
Sunday morning, when the staunch lit- 
tle craft was about ten miles west-south- 
westof Cape Flattery, shaping her course 
for Masset, Queen Charlotte Island, 
where she was to discharge supplies and 
complete her crew preparatory t<j going 
to the Japan coast. She, however, ran 
into a severe gale and was soon laboring 
in a tremendous sea. Capt. l.orenz was 
at the wheel while the hands were reef- 
ing sail. It was pitch dark when a big 
wave crashed over the little schooner 
and the deadly results were not known 
for an hour afterwards. Capt. 
Lorenz at once called out to ascer- 
tain if all was well after the 
decks had been swept, lint the men 
not hearing his voice did not respond. 
Later, however, the mate came aft and 
Captain Lorenz repeated his inquiry. A 
hurried investigation ensued. It was 
then ascertained that H, Green had 
fallen from aloft upon a small boat, and 
had sustained injuries which were at 
first believed to lie serious, hut were yes- 
terday ascertained after bis removal to 
the hospital as being comparatively un- 
important. No one knew that Isaac 
Brewster was missing until the roll was 
called, when it was found that he had 
been swept away. Owing to the gale 
the Mascot could not change her 
course until between 7 and S o'clock 
when the wind veering allowed her 
to retrace her course for Victoria. 
On the way home two schooners, pre- 
sumably the Sea Lion and Ocean Belle, 
were seen to enter Port San Juan, while 
two other sealers were sighted in the 
distance. The Mascot herself did not 
altogether escape. Her skylights were 
smashed in and her load of supplies was 
partially damaged. She will relit for 
the voyage as soon as possible. Brew- 
ster is a young man of about twenty 
years or more and had been engaged as 
a boat steerer. lie came from Portland 
to Victoria and is believed to have 
relatives in the former city. 

the " Danube" returns. 

On Sunday morning the 0. P, N. steam- 
ship Danube, Captain Myers, which left 
here on the St h instant to search for the 
Strathuevis, returned to port after an 
unsuccessful cruise. The Danube got 
the first news of the safety of the Strath- 
uevis from the Alaska steamer Willapa, 
which she spoke on Saturday in the 
tli. if of I ic< trgin . She had heard also 
through the steamer Coquitlam of the 
return of i 1. M.S. Royal Arthur without 
finding any traces of the disabled 
steamer. The Danube steamed as far 
north as hat. 58 X., Long. 137 W., in 
her search and made a careful examin- 
ation of the Queen Charlotte island 
coast. On the Kith instant she went to 
Sitka, where considerable excitement, 
had been caused over the arrest of two 
of the crew of the U.S. revenue cutter 
Wblcott, two miners and over a dozen 
Indians. The entire company were be- 
ing held in custody in connection with a 
murder committed on one of the younger 
braves of the Killisnoo trine. The 
whole tribe are determined to wreak 
vengeance on the guilty ones. They are 
"fighting mad" over the tragedy and 
have decorated themselves with war 
paint. On the day of the Danube's ar- 
rival at Sitka three large Indian war 
canoes put into port, the occupants cry- 
ing out for vengeance on the perpetra- 
tors of the murder. 

LONG OVEROUE. 

Apprehensions for the safety of the 
well known steam schooner Mischief, 
Capt. II. R. Foot, which left here with 
freight and passengers for West Coast 
points several weeks ago, are gradually 
becoming more grave. One of her 
objects down the coast was to secure 
Indian crews for someof the sealing ves- 
sels now in port. She had attended to 
this work, and forty natives made ready 
at ChucklcBet to come to Victoria on her 
return from the north of the island. 
They had wailed nine days for the 
steamer's advent when the Maude 
arrived on Saturday last, and believing 
that further delay was useless, owing to 
a probable accident to the Mischief, took 
voyage on the former vessel to Victoria. 
With them the Maude had nearly 00 
passengers upon her arrival here last 
night. Her cabin passengers were Miss 
Munsie, Capt. McDougal, Capt. Schou, 
J. Marhar, S. Wearing, Miss Lapsly, E. 
Cronipton, F. Crompton, G, Finery, J. 
S. Emery, T. Furnival, D. Morris, P. 
Griddle, H. Walker, V. F. Blake and .1. 
Durrani. The steamer brought, a quan- 
tity of gold ore and other freight from 
Alberni, She had a remarkably stormy 
trip, and on her return spoke the seal- 
ing schooners Ocean Belle, Katharine, 
Boreal is and Sadie Turpel in Port San 
Juan.

The following letter from Mr. W. F. 
Luxton, once editor of the Winnipeg 
Free Press and a prominent and zealous 
member of the Liberal party in that 
province, throws light both on the poli- 
tical record of Mr. Joseph Martin and 
upon the true inwardness of the move- 
ment which culminated in the introduc- 
tion and passing of the Manitoba school 
act of 1890: 

ANYTHING BUT A K LAND UK. 

To the Editor of the Nor'-Wester : 

Sin, — The Tribune of a recent date 
makes the following remark : 

" The Mail and Empire says the pub- 
lic schools act of 1890 was introduced to 
cover a shady financial transaction. The 
Mail and Empire had better take care. 
Everyone here who knows the facts 
knows perfectly well that its statement 
is false and libellous." 

It is not the statement of the Mail and 
Empire that is false, but this one of the 
Tribune. The "shady financial transac- 
tion " alluded to is, of course, the in- 
famous Northern Pacific contract — so 
"shady" indeed was it that five of 
the previously BtauncheBt govern- 
ment supporters, including the very 
best, most talented and most 
representative men in the Liberal 
party in the legislature, voted against it 
when the government brought it up for 
ratification; and not only that, buteven 
after it hud passed, so intense was the 
feeling in the country against it, that at 
the next session (a few months later) the 
government was constrained, by the force 
of adverse public opinion, to so modify it 
as to make it virtually a. new contract; 
and, after all, it was still so bad that the 
$600,000 in cold casli expended in the 
enterprise and the other rights and 
privileges, fairly valued all the wav from 
|o00,000 to :?7. r >0,000, secured by the com- 
pany, brought the province practically 
no benefit — certainly , absolutely nothing 
in the way of competition, so far as rates 
were concerned, which was the sole 
reason given for attempting to secure 
another road than the C. P. R. for the 
province. The people thoroughly be- 
lieved all this, and held this contract as 
an unpardonable sin against the govern- 
ment ; and that they believed correctly 
was completely demonstrated by 
thorough ventilation of the whole 
matter in the courts by the trial of two 
actions, brought by Mr. Martin, for 
libel — the one criminal, the other civil 
— the trial of the criminal action lasting 
eleven days and resulting in the jury, 
nine to three, finding that I (who was 
,the defendant in the premises) was war- 
ranted in impeaching the character of 
Mr. Martin for being a party to making 
this contract. The civil action was for 
substantially (he same alleged offence, 
against the Free Press, the paper of 
which I was editor and through whose 
columns my attacks upon the contract 
and the probity of Mr. Martin had been 
made. The trial of this action was be- 
fore a special jury of twelve men, 
Belected for their superior business 
abilities and standing, and resulted in 
the jury unanimously finding a verdict

Hut something bad to be done to 
divert attention from their Northern 
Pacific contract ; ami as already stated, 
it was found in abolition of separate 
schools. The plan was a political suc- 
cess, so far as to overshadow, not only 
the nefarious contract, hut every other 
public question that has come up from 
that day' to this.

MR. BOD WELL'S Sl'EECH. 

Mr. Bodwell's eloquent anil elaborate 
speech on the Manitoba school question 
is published in full in Saturday's issue of 
the Times. It is the speech of a clever 
advocate, who is skilled in the art of 
making such a presentation of the case 
in which he is engaged as in his judg- 
ment suits the interests of his clients. 
It is one-sided from almost the first word 
to the hist. 

Near the beginning of nis address Mr. 
Bodwell said : 

It also goes without saying that any 
party who ask to be intrusted with the 
administration of affairs should be able 
to expound their policy upon substantial 
and convincing grounds, and that if they 
fail so to establish the wisdom and expe- 
diency of their plans then, sir, I say they 
have no claim to exercise the [lowers 
which they seek to obtain, and have no 
right to the confidence of the people. It 
is upon this proposition that the Liberal 
party take their stand to-day. 

At this point the eloquent speaker 
should have stopped, for he had in the 
sentences lie had just uttered pronounced 
a full and complete condemnation of the 
Liberal party. On no question that is 
before the people have the leaders of 
that party been able to expound their 
policy on substantial and convincing 
grounds. They have on the contrary 
conspicuously failed to establish the 
wisdom and expediency of their plans. 
On the school question particularly 
their policy has been a policy of con- 
cealment, silence and delay. They have, 
on one pretence and another, avoided 
telling the people of the Dominion what 
course they would pursue on the school 
question if the direction of the affairs of 
the Dominion were placed in their j 
hands. They have gone no further 
than to say that they would institute an 
inquiry to ascertain the facts connected 
with the question. As Mr. Bodwell 
•well kuows an inquiry is not a policy. | 
It is even when it is needed a mere pre- J 
liminary to action. But every one | 
knows what a comnussion of inquiry in J 
a political sense genera:!;, - means. It is ! 
a device to postpone the real considera- 
tion of an inconvenient, question, a 
plausible way of silencing for a time the 1 
enthusiastic, advocates of a cause 
which a party or a Govern-' 
ment find it embarrassing to deal 
with immediately. There have been 
inquiries on the labor question and on 
the prohibition question, and what have I 
they done to advance I he cause of pro- 
hibition and labor? Hut on this ques- 
tion of the Manitoba schools there is 
really nothing to find out. It has been 
before the courts for many years and j 
every scrap of information that can be 
found out with respect to it has been 
collected and can easily be obtained by 

anyone who takes an interest in the' 
question. It is therefore easy to see that 
the demand for a '•onunission of inquiry j 
into the facts in relation to the .Manitoba 
school question is made by the Liberal 
leaders to give them a plausible pretext 
for not expounding their policy on the 
school question. They have not as yet 
expounded that polii < on convincing or 
any other grounds. They have, there- 
fore, no claim, as Mr. Bodwell well ob- 1 
serves, "to exercise the powers which 
they seek to obtain, and have no right to j 
the confidence of the people." And 
there is no exposition of the Liberal poli- j 
cy on the school question to be found in 
the speech of the Liberal party's Victoria 
advocate. 

A very large part of the ssp'-och is 
taken up with the description of 
the Manitoba separate schools under 
the Manitoba law of 1870. This 
we contend has nothing to do 
with the question which the electors of 
Victoria have now to consider. The 
statements as to the inefficiency of those 
schools is denied by persons who know 
more about them than Mr. Bodwell or 
Mr. Wade, who appears to be his 
authority. But admitting that those 
schools were not so good as they might 
be under the circumstances whose fault 



was that? The schools were under tho 
control of the local Government. If that 
Government neglected its duties the 
school system was not to blame. Under 
a neglectful and inefficient administra- 
tion the schools would be bad, no 
matter whether the system were 
denominational or undenominational. 
The logical conclusion to be drawn from 
Mr. Bodwell's reasoning, is tnat the sep- 
arate school system is inherently bad, 
and that it cannot produce good results, 
no matter how it is administered. Is this 
a sound conclusion? The separate 
school system has been in operation in 
Ontario for many years. Does it pro- 
duce the deplorable results described by 
Mr. Bodwell. We have heard that the 
people of Ontario are pleased with their 
school system, and that they point with 
pride to the results which it has pro- 
duced and is producing. There are some 
politicians, but surely Mr. Bodwell is 
not one of them, who say that 
the remedial order required the peo- 
ple of Manitoba to reproduce the 
old Behoofs with all their defects. 
Neither the judgment of the Privy Coun- 
cil nor the order which was intended to 
give it cllect proposed such an absurdity. 
It must be admitted that the defects of 
the old system were the results of ineffi- 
cient administration. It is taking a great 
ileal tor granted to suppose that extending 
| to the minority in Manitoba the power to 
I assess themselves for the support of 
i schools in which the religion in which 
they believe wiil be taught is to have 
j the effect of recalling to life the bad ad- 
' ministration of a past generation and of 
throwing the country back into the con- 
I dition in which it was twenty years a 
and more. This, however, isassuming that 
the Government of Manitoba will consent 
to redress the grievance of the minority 
This they have declared they will never 
do. If the enactment of remedial legis 
tr.tion is left to the Parliament of the 
Dominion, which now appears almost 
ce 'tain, is it to be supposed that that 
body will cause the old inefficient Mani 
toba schools with all their faults to be 
reproduced? No one yet knows what the 
remedial legislation to lie submitted to 
Parliament will be like, but it is reason- 
able to conclude thai every precaution 
which experience— the experience of 
Ontario — can suggest will be taken to 
make the schools established under it 
effective. It is not to be believed that 
the Manitoba minority wish to have their 
children badly educated or that they will 
support a government that will give 
them schools which have all the faults 
and deficiencies of the schools under 
the old inefficient Provincial adminis- 
tration. It will have to he admitted 
that in ex initiating on the defects of the 
old and badly administered system of 
education in Manitoba Mr. Bodwell ex- 
pended a great deal of eloquence to very 
little purpose. 

With respect to the construction to be 
put upon the second decision of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Coun- 
cil Mr. Bodwell speaks as a gentleman 
learned in the law, and it would be per- 
haps presumption in a mere layman to 
question the soundness of his opinion 
professionally given. He is reported to 
have said : 

"But the Privy Council did not de- 
cide, or find, or direct that there was 
any right or privilege existing in Mani- 
toba which should continue. They did 
not decide whether the legislation of 
Manitoba was based on sound or un- 
sound reasoning; they simply said, 
' These people have a grievance ami 
they have a right to be heard.' " 

To substantiate what he said, Mr. 
Bodwell did not quote from the decision 
itself, but from conversations between 
the judges and counsel that took place 
during the hearing of the case before 
anything was settled. It will be perhaps 
fairer for us to reproduce a passage from 
the judgment itself, which shows clear- 
ly enough the grounds on which the 
judgment was based and the spirit in 
which the ease was considered by the 
members of the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council. This is part of what 
their Lordships said : 

Contrast the position of the Roman 
Catholics prior and subsequent to the 
Acts from which they appeal. Before 
these passed into law there existed de- 
nominational schools, of which the con- 
trol and management were in the hands 
of Roman Catholics, who could select 
the bnoks to be used and determine the 
character of the religious teaching. 
These schools received their proportion- 
ate share of the money contributed for 
school purposes out of the general taxa- 
tion of (lie province anil the 
money raiseil for these purposes 
by local assessment was, so far 
as it fell upon Catholics, applied only to- 
ward the support of the Catholic schools. 
What is the position of the Roman 
Catholic minority under the Acts of 
1KD0? Schools of their own denomina- 
tion , conducted according to their views, 
will receive no aid from the State. They 
must depend entirely for their support 
upon the contributions of the Roman 
Catholic community, while the taxes out 
of which State aid is granted to the 
schools provided for by the statute fall 
alike on Catholics and Protestants. 
Moreover, while the Catholic inhabitants 
remain liable to local assessment for 
school purposes, the proceeds of that 
assessment are no longer destined toany 
extent for the support of Catholic schools, 
but afford the means of maintaining 
schools which they regard as no more 
suitable for the education of Catholic 
children than if they were distinctively 
Protestant in their character. 

In view of this comparison it does not 
seem possible to say that the rights and 
and privileges of the Roman Catholic 
minority in relation to education, which 
existed prior to 1800, have not been 
affected . 

As a matter oi fact, the objection of 
Roman Catholics to schools such as alone 



receive State aid under the Act of 1SS10 
is conscientious and deeply rooted. If 
this had not been so, if there had been a 
system of public education acceptable to 
Catholics and Protestants alike, the 
elaborate, enactments which have been 
the subjects of so much controversy and 
consideration would have been unneces- 
sary. It is notorious that there were 
acute differences of opinion between 
Catholics and Protestants on the educa- 
tion question prior to 1870. This is re- 
cognized and emphasized in almost every 
line of those enactments. There is no 
doubt either what the points of differ- 
ence were, and it is in the light of these 
that the 22nd section of the Manitoba 
Act of 1870, which was in truth a parlia- 
mentary compact, must be rend. 

If the following paesago of the judg- 
ment does not indicate bow the difficulty 
may be settled, what does it mean? 

It is certainly not essential that the 
statutes repealed by the Act of 1SD0 
should be re-enacted, or that the pre- 
cise provisions of these statutes should 
lie again made law. The system of ed- 
ucation embodied in the Acts of 18S10 no 
doubt commends itself to, and adequate- 
ly supplies, the wants of the great ma- 
jority of the inhabitants of the province. 
All legitimate grounds of complaint 
would be removed if that system were 
supplemented by provisions which 
would remove the grievance upon which 
the appeal is founded; and were modi- 
tied so far as might be necessary to give 
effect to these provisions. 

Those who contend that the decision 
of the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council has no binding force on the 
Government of the Dominion will have 
to conclude that the following paragraph 
appended to the Report <>f that commit- 
tee, embodied in an Imperial Order in 
Council, means nothing at all : 

Her Majesty having taken said report 
into consideration, was pleased by and 
with the advice of the Privy Council to 
approve thereof and to order, as it is 
hereby ordered, that the recommenda- 
tions and directions therein contained 
be punctually observed, obeyed and 
carried into effect in each and every 
particular. Whereof the Governor 
General of the Dominion of Canada for 
the time being and all other persons 
whom it may concern are to take 
notice and govern themselve accord- 
ingly.

Duties of the School Attendance Orflcer 
Defined— New Appointments on 
Teaching Staff. 

At a meeting of the public school 
board yesterday afternoon the rules gov- 
erning the duties of the school attend- 
ance officer were considered and adopt- 

I. His hours of duty are to be from S) 
a.m. to 5 p.m. on every school day and 
on Saturdays from it a.m. to 1 p.m. 
Under the direction of the board the 
officer shall visit every house in the city 
for the purpo-e of tabulating the school 
population. He must keep a record for 
each district, showing the name and age 
of each child of school age, name of 
parent and reason, if any, for absence or 
non-attendant e. The attendance of 
pupils must be verified by weekly con- 
ference with t he principal of the school 
district in which the officer has been 
working; all cases of continued non-at- 
tendance or truancy shall be specially 
reported to the board who are to decide 
what action shall bo taken to enforce at- 
tendance. A report must be furnished 
at every monthly meeting of the 
board by the school attendance 
officer. The principals of all 
the schools shall be notified of the ap- 
pointment and duties of the school at- 
tendance officer and instructed to report 
to him all cases of absence exceeding 
twodavs. The school attendance officer 
will le sworn in as a special constable. 

A complaint from the teachers o r t'e 
North Ward school that the sanitary 
officer in disinfecting the school had de- 
stroyed the (lowers and plants, was re- 
ferred to the chairman to assert"' . ii 
compensation could bo secured fro ^ .he 
city. 

It was decided that South Park f hool 
should be granted to either of the politi- 
cal parties if desired, in accordance with 
the usual custom.

Speaking recently in Montreal on the 
Manitoba school question, Hon. Mr. Fos- 
ter said : " My position is simply this: 
"Whatever my prejudices are, whatever 
lay feelings are regarding public schools, 
as compared with separate schools, 
whatever my training and my bringing- 
Up may have led me to think or con- 
clude was best, as one of H?r Majesty's 
executive, tn trusted with a share in 
the government of this country, and 
sworn to abide by and interpret the con- 
stitution, I say my simple duty is to set 
toy prejudices and my preconceptions 
on one side, and simply ask myself, 
What was the intent of Unit constitu- 
tion? How am I to interpret it'.' And 
When I air'ive at that, I arrive 
at standing ground that 1 am bound 
to take, whether I am sup- 
ported in public or whether I am not. 
(Loud and prolonged applause.) People 
have faced me in an audienee and have 
said, ' Von are doing this because you are 
pledged to the Roman Catholic hierar- 
chy.' My answer is simply tins: The 
only pledge that either 1 or the Govern- 
ment have given in this matter at all, is 
the pledge we gave when we came to our 
conclusions at the lust session of Parlia- 
ment, a pledge to the people's represen- 
tatives and the country at large — a pledge 
definite and clear of what we conceived 
our policy to be and what we intended 
to carry out. That is all the pledge that 
has been given. (Applause.) 1 must 
remember that that constitution arose 
out of peculiar circumstances, and when 
I read back into history I find that men 
with sturdy opinions on either side of 
this school question — Fathers of Confed- 
eration, and worthy of the name — sank 
their personal differences in the broad 
light of that toleration and compromise 
which alone made the Canadian con- 
federacy possible, and which can alone 
keep it existing. (Loud applause.) As 
a successor and humble followeref those 
men in the building up of this c >untry, 
and living according to my light and my 
knowledge, I must take account of this 
circumstance, and be as tolerant as were 
the Fathers of Confederation, who form- 
ed this compact under which we live to- 
day. (Applause.) That is simply my 
position; that is simply the position of 
the government. 

government's policy clearly defined. 

Mr. Laurier said in this city, the other 
night, that nobody to this day could tell 
What the policy of the government was 
Upon this question. More than six 
months ago, in black and white, and as 
plain as English language could put it, 
it was given, not to a caucus, not on a 
hustings, not in a back scboolhouse, and 
not in Windsor hall, but to the whole 
country, before the face and in the hear- 
ing of the representatives of the different 
constituencies of Canada. (Applause.) 
My last word to you is, don't let us, 
Liberal-Conservatives, be divided by the 
tactics of the enemy, and don't let us 
be divided by little troubles that we 
may have inside the party. If, to-mor- 
row, the tocsin of war were to sound 
that called Canadian and British people 
to battle for their hearths and homes, 
would not every petty difference be- 
tween a man and his neighbor, and be- 
tween section and section of the com- 
munity, lie burned out in the white, 
pure heat of patriotism and a feeling of 
loyalty to one's country'.' (Hear, hear, 
arid loud applause.) And are not the 
battles of peace more important and 
more honorable than those of war and 
destruction? And is it not just as in- 
cumbent upon the members of the 
party, when the call for battle comes 
and' the principle for honor is to lie 
fought out at tlie polls, to forget their 
little differences, however great they 
may appear in their own eyes, and give 
their allegiance to their party's inter- 
ests, because their party's interests 
serve the host ami dearest interests of 
the country." (Loud applause, during 
which the lion, gentleman resumed his 
seat. )

PROVINCIAL RIGHTS. 

Interesting Questions and Answers. 

Who juggles with provincial rights? 
the man who stands up (or the con- 
stitution of the province and would 
have its terms strictly observed under 
all circumstances, or the man who is 
ready to repudiate its obligations as soon 
as lie finds it inconvenientor unpleasan. 
to carry them out.? 

What arc provincial rights, and where 
are they defined ? 

Provincial rights are the rights ex- 
tended to the province by the federal 
compact and they are defined in the 
British North America Act and in the 
cage of Manitoba in the Manitoba Act. 

Have the denominational minority of 
Manitoba a right to appeal to the Gov- 
ernor-General-in-Council against an act 
of the legislature of the province? 

They have that right. 

Can action taken on such an appeal 
by the Dominion government be proper- 
ly called interference with provincial 
rights? 

No. It is the duty of the Dominion 
government to hear that appeal and to 
take such action with reference to it as 
the constitution prescribes. 

Would it be right for the Dominion 
government, if it found that the Mani- 
toba minority had a grievance, to take 
measures prescribed by the constitution 
to redress that grievance? 

Yes; it would do wrong if it did any- 
thing else. 

liow is that? 

The parliament of the Dominion is 
the only tribunal according to the con- 
stitution of Manitoba to which the min- 
ority can apply for redress i[ they are 
aggrieved. If the Federal government 
refuses to submit their grievance to par- 
liament the minority, whether Protest- 
ant or Catholic, have no other way of 
getting relief. 

Is asking parliament to grant the 
Manitoba minority relief an encroach- 
ment on the constitutional rights of the 
people of Manitoba? 

JioW could it be when 'Manitoba by 



the act of her own legislature confirmed 
by both the parliament of Canada and 
the Imperial parliament has solemnly 
agreed that the Dominion parliament 
shall have power to interpose in disputes 
between the denominational majority 
and the denominational minority when 
its interposition is invoked by the right 
parties in the proper way? 

AN INDEPENDENT OPINION. 

To the Editor: — The city of Victoria 
is at the present time the scene of a 
political tempest in a teapot, got up by 
the Liberal parly, not for the good of the 
country but for the purpose of returning 
their man. The man they want to re- 
turn is no doubt a good man, but is he 
the right man in the right place at the 
present time? We shall see. Under 
the pretext of a consuming interest in 
the welfare of Manitoba— which is, by 
the way, a dishonest political farce— the 
so-called Liberal party have succeeded 
so far in diverting public attention from 
the actual wants of the province, and 
lest their iniquity in doing so should be 
laid bare before " the public they have 
chosen to make an unimportant side 
issue their political platform, exhibiting 
a hypocritical interest in the welfare of 
Manitoba which they value simply and 
solely as a means to an end. 

What, do the city of Victoria and the 
province of British Columbia require 
most at the present time? To look 
after their own interests or to protect 
those of Manitoba?— the latter province 
having already aminister in the cabinet. 
If the Liberal party succeeded in re- 
turning their wan, and provided the 
Dominion elections were cast in favor of 
the Liberal party, granted the Liberal 
candidate might do the most good for the 
province. But what probability is there 
that the Liberal party will lie returned? 
Will the Eastern manufacturers vote 
for them, or will the Eastern farmers 
support them? Obviously not, for both 
parties remember their only attempt at 
government once in thirty years as a 
signal failure disastrous to every inter- 
est in Canada. 

It is well enough to talk about part-, 
government, hut, after all, governments 
are more personal than partisan in exer- 
cising the functions of ofhee. It is the 
few who lead and the many who follow 
the leader. The Liberal party was 
found by the country to be noto.-.ously 
incapable. Why? Because they had 
not governed and were, therefore, out of 
practice. Any individual or party can 
become a critic, a fault finder, or act in 
opposition to the work of others, but it 
requires not only ability but practice 
(and long practice also) to guide the ship 
of state successfully in the time of dan- 
ger. But the Liberals have had no prac- 
tice in governing since they made the 
notorious failure between the years 1S7L' 
and 1S78. And what kind of government 
had they then '.' 

Ontario 'Irits (give them credit for 
good intentions) allied with the Rouges 
of Quebec, who vexed the righteous 
soul of Alexander Mackenzie from day 
to day, and finally distinguished them- 
selves by the stuffing of ballot boxes. 
They are* there to-day, and Mr. Laurier 
must accept them or fail to find a min- 
istry. Could they govern if elected? 
No — because they have neither the 
practice nor experience. 

Will t lie manufacturers and the farm- 
ers of Canada entrust their interests to 
those incapables? Not likel) — ami h 
not, what would Victoria gain by elect- 
ing a good citi/.en, who would not be in 

position to do as much good in Ottawa 
as he does at home? 

British Columbia wants a cabinet 
minister at the present time, who can 
command the good-will of his colleagues 
in office when the proper time comes for 
action and that time nothing can delay 
or impede but the action of the Victoria 
electorate. 

There is a tide in the affairs of men 
and of provinces as W< 11 which taken at 
I he flood leads to victory. That time has 
coine now not only for the city of Vic- 
toria, hut for the province of British 
Columbia, and nothing can stem that 
tide but want of judgment amongst the 
voters of Victoria. 

•So far as public policy is concerned, 
notwithstanding the talk about tariffs, 
it is no more than playing to the gallery 
because either party must adopt a 
revenue tariff. There is no difference in 
this respect, but there is a ponderous 
difference to Victoria in returning a 
Liberal instead of a Conservative mem- 
ber, which is that in the former alter- 
native the voter will be voting against 
the best interests of the city and the 
province as well. The man who votes 
for a Liberal candidate will vote for the 
refusal of Dominion aid to every pro- 
ject of provincial interest. Can 
such a man suppose that the 
people on the Mainland of 
British Columbia will ever forgive him 
for what they will correctly stigmatise as 
an act of perfidy towards not only the 
city of Victoria but the province of 
British Columbia as well. 

There is a proper time for partisan 
policy, when under certain conditions 
the return of a Liberal for the city of 
Victoria might not be productive of harm . 
but t hat I i me is not assuredly the present, 
and in the words of the Hon. Dr. 
I lelmcken, " The man who votes against 
Mr. Prior will do an act inimical to tin- 
best interests of his country " — not 
because he happens to he Mr. Prior, hut 
because he happens to be able to realize 
the embodiment of a policy that will help 
the city of Victoria and the province of 
British Columbia in the present emer- 
gency. Y.

A BY-LAW TO LICENSE AND REG- 
ULATE MILK VENDORS.

WHEREAS li is deemed expedient in tho 
interest and health of (he City of Vic- 
toria that nil milk vendors shall be licensed 
mid the sale of milk regulated : 

He it therefore enacted by the Municipal 
Council of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria us follows : — 

1. All dairymen and vendors of milk shall be 
Licensed. Any person or persons selling, or 
offering for sale, or disposing «f any milk or 
cream without lirst having obtained n license 
so toilo under the provisions of this by-law, 
Blind be deemed to be guilty ol an offence and 
punishable as hereinafter provided. 

2. Every dairyman or person Wishing to sell 
milk In the City [of Victoria shall oiake writ- 
ten application to the Sanitary Inspector fori, 
permit for a license so to d 0; such application 
shall be in the form " A " hereto annexed, and 
shall contain the following Information :- 
The name and address of the applicant, the 
source or sources from which he obtains his 
supply of milk, and a written agreement, in 
the form " B " hereto annexed, signed by the 
farmer, dairyman, farmers or dairymen, from 
whom he obtains his supply of milk, stating 
that he is or they are willing that his or their 
farm or farms, cows, foe.], a»d water supply 
shall l.e inspected from lime to time- by the 
Medical Health Olllcer and the Sanitary In- 
spector of the City, or hy either of them. 

3. On the above requirements being com- 
plied with by the applicant, and on the Sani- 
tary Inspector being saHsiled win, the it-spec, 
linn of the premises, cows, food, and water su] 
ply, he shall grant to tin applicant h permit, in 
tbe form " C " hereto annexed, for a license to 
vend milk in the City. 

i. livery applicant, on obtaining such per 
mlt, shall register Ills name ami address with 
the Treasurer ami Collector of the- Corporation, 
and thereupon, and upon payment of the fee 
hereinafter mentioned and the production and 
delivery of such permit as aforesaid, the said 
treasurer and Collector is hereby authorized 
to issue a license in the form hereinafter men- 
tioned. 

Such license shall he in the form "II" 
hereunto annexed, and shall expire on the loth 
lay of January in each year, unless previously 
•micelle." by the Board of Health of the sal.l 
!ity, and the said Treasurer and Collector 
hall be authorized to demand and receive for 
the use of the Corporation n fee of twenty-live 
juts for each license issued as aforesaid. 

fi. A list of the registered and licensed milk 
sudors of the said City shall lie, at least once 

a year, posted ill some conspicuous place In 

the City Hall for public information. 

7. The licensee shall comply „-ith all the 
clauses of the "Health By-law" for the time 
being of the City. 

8. The licensee shall have placed In a con- 
spicuous place on every wagon or vehicle from 
which milk issohl the name of the licensee and 
the number of the owner's license, and on 
every milk can from which milk is sold the 
mime of the farmer, dairyman, or person who 
supplied the milk to the licensee, 

The licensee, in the event of his obtaining 
any milk from any other farmer, dairyman, or 
person than those menlloned in his applica- 
tion, shall before lining so inform the Sanitary 
Inspector, and shall produce to the Sunitary 
Inspector a consent In writing in the form " 11 " 
hereunto annexed, signed by such farmer, 
dairyman, or person, that he will allow his 
premises, cows, water, and food supply to be | 
Inspected by the Me.lieal Health Olllcer ami ' 
Sanitary Inspector, or either of them, during 
eh time as he may so supply Ihe licensee. 

10, The licensee shall forfeit his license and 
be subject to tho penalties of 'his by-law if at 
any time he sells, or oilers for sale, milk ob- 
tained from a farmer, dairyman. ,, r person who 
refuses to sign such last-mentioned consent, or 
having signed, refuses to have his premises, 
cows, and food supply Inspected by the Medical 
Health Ollieer and Sanitary Inspector, or either 
of them . 

11. All milch COWS and coW-hyres or sheds, 
and nil dairies or other places at which milk 
is sold or kept for general use shall he subject 
to the inspection of the Me.lieal Health otlieer 
and Sanitary Inspector, or either ,,[ them. And 
all such places us aforesaid shall (,e kept and 
conducted so that the milk shall not contain 
any matter or thlug liable to produce disease, 
cither by reason of adulteration, contamina- 
tion with sewerage, absorption <>f disease germs, 
infection of cows, personal un c ieaoliness, or 
any other recognized cause. »nd upon such 
condition being broken the lieen se maybe re- 
voked by the Board of Health.

people in the hall at 8 :30, and that the 
few Conservatives who went from town 
had to go into the highways and byways 
and saloons to gather in all and sundry 
to the number of six or seven. He de- 
clared that was a gross calumny on the 
electors of Esquimalt, and was totally at 
variance with the facts as there was n 
well attended meeting of sixty- 
one, comprising many of the lead- 
ing citizens of Esquimalt. He 
also directed attention to the report in 
the same paper of Ins 'answers to a ques- 
tion put to him by Mr. Archer Martin, 
in which he (Col.JPfjor) was stated to 
have said that he was pledged to support 
the Government in whatever they might 
bring down. He had never made 
use of the expression that be was 
"pledged," as he was not pledged to 
anything. He had said that whatever 
measure the government thought pro- 
per to bring down he was going to sup- 
port, lie bail made that statement, be- 
cause he had enough confidence in the 
government to know that whatever they 
did bring down would be fair and just 
to both the majority and the minority; 
especially as he would have a voice in 
the Cabinet as to the nature of the bill 
to be presented to the house. He then 
went on to explain his position as Cab- 
inet Minister, which the Times 
still strenuously denied. He gave a 
lucid explanation of the Manitoba 
school question, and showed that in a 
speech delivered by Mr. Laurier in 
Montreal on the 20tb inst., when on the 
platform with Mr. James MeShane, Mr. 
Laurier had stated his wish to have the 
Roman Catholics of Manitoba restored 
to the same privileges that are given to 
the Protestants of Quebec and .the 
Catholics of Ontario. That showed that 
Mr. Laurier really was in favor of 
redressing the grievance of the Catholic 
minority just as much as the "Bowell 
government is. He then dwelt 
on the assertion made by the 
opposition that passing a reme- 
dial order meant separate schools for 
British Columbia,. He showed the fal- 
lacy of this argument, and delied the 
Opposition.. to prove that in any way 
whatever, except by the will of the local 
legislature, could separate schools be 
obtained in British Columbia, and that 
under no existing conditions could the 
Dominion Government have any power 
to interfere with our educational system 
here. Me was strongly opposed to inter- 
fering with the existing educational sys- 
tem in British Columbia. The trade 
question was next taken up, Hon. 
Mr. Prior showing how foolish 
it would lie for the electors of 
Victoria district to support a man 
pledged to free trade and direct taxa- 
tion, Ho had heard that the opposition 
were importing a gentleman to aid them 
in this Manitoba question, Now, he did 
not believe in any outsiders coining to 
teach British Columbians their duty, as 
be considered there were men here good 
enough to light their own battles. How- 
ever, ae the opposition had commenced 
this importation business bis party had 
also sent for a gentleman from Manitoba 
to check any statements the opposition 
champion might make. The electors 
could therefore look for lively times 
during the week. After thanking the 
electors for their kind attendance in such 
inclement weather, he gave place .u 
other speakers. 

Mr. E. Crow Baker expressed the 
gratification lie felt in once again ad- 
dressing so many of his old constituents. 
Although he felt it was scarcely neces- 
sary to say anything in behalf of bis old 
friend and colleague, as bis political 
ability and well known merits spoke for 
themselves, he dwelt at some length on 
the composition of the confederation, 
which he had always regarded, from 
a business standpoint, as one huge 
partnership entitling each of the con- 
stituent parts (that is the seven pro- 
vinces) to Cabinet representation. And 
now that the opportunity was offered 
not only to British Columbia but to this 
important section of that partnership, 
of a seat in the Cabinet, it would be 
folly amounting almost to madness to 
allow the opposition to draw a herring 
across the trail in the shape of a side 
issue, such as he conceived tin; Mani- 
toba school question to be. Inasmuch 
as the opposition bad a scarcity of plank 
in their political platform they were 
necessarily compelled to resort 
to the method of placing with 
unnecessary prominence before the 
electors, what was now known as the 
celebrated Manitoba school question. 
This In; explained in a businesslike man- 
ner, and said that he did not pretend to 
be an authority on legal points, but like 
themselves he could only appeal to that 
best of all arguments — common sense— 
and by this means let them reach their 
own conclusions. There was therefore 
but one issue, namely, does British Col- 
umbia want cabinet representation or 
does she not? And if they 
were of the same opinion as 
himself they would proclaim 
that opinion on the Oth of January by

an overwhelming majority for Col. Prior 
that would leave bis opponents snowed 
under for all time. 

Mr. H. D. Helmcken, Q.C., M.P.P., 
in a succinct manner discussed the 
Manitoba school question in all its bear- 
ings, and said that although liis friend, 
Mr. E. V. Bodwell, had made a speech 
on the same subject at the 
Victoria theatre, he regretted that 
Mr. Bodwell had been grievously 
in error as to the facts surrounding the 
case. He reiterated what had been said 
by the former speakers, that there was 
but one issue before the electors, and 
that was were wo going to be true to our- 
selves and to the province, and have 
cabinet representation by returning 
Hon. E. G. Prior at the head of the poll? 

Mr. D. R. lver «as next called upon 
and spoke upon trade matters as affect- 
ing the farmers. He was especially 
careful to impress upon them the fact 
that inasmuch as the .Mainland is enjoy- 
ing, more particularly than the Island, 
the benefits accruing to the province 
from the introduction of the experi- 
mental farm, in all common fairness 
to the Island the dairy station which 
Professor Robertson had said should be 
instituted in British Columbia, should 
be located on the Island; and that.be 
knew of no better place for its establish- 
ment than some portion of Vic- 
toria district. He concluded by 
stating that free trade and 
direct taxation, or whatever the op- 
position may be pleased to term their 
trade policy", could only result in starva- 
tion to the farmers ; whereas, if there 
was one thing more than another that 
the farmer should put up both hands 
for, it was protection. He concluded 
his remarks by asking one and all to be 
on hand bright and'Varly at the polling 
station on Monday next to cast their 
ballots in favor of our cabinet minister. 

Mr. Herbert Cuthbert was glad to sup- 
port Col. Prior at this election. He be- 
lieve that every British Columbian and 
every Victorian in particular should be 
found supporting him on the present 
occasion. The fact that Col. Prior had 
been made a cabinet minister had not 
been desired by the Liberal party for their 
own purposes, because they knew that 
if they came forward to oppose him ac- 
knowledging him a minister, they would 
loe the Eupport of half the Liberal 
party. He was sorry that the opposi- 
tion bad so Demeaned themselves as to 
attack Hon. Mr. Prior for accepting the 
salary which the government had at- 
tached to the position. It was not 
manly. It was not admirable after ac- 
knowledging that the Liberal party also 
claimed credit for securing re- 
presentation in the cabinet. After 
speaking at some length upon 
the trade and Manitoba question, 
the speaker closed by stilting that for 
the life of him he could not understand 
how any person could conscientiously, 
with a true regard for the rights of "a 
free man, support a party desirous of 
seeing a majority coerce a minority in 
direct violation of all existing laws. 

-V vote proposed by Mr. Griffiths mid 
seconded by Mr. Watts was carried 
unanimously, pledging the meeting to 
support Col, Prior at the coming elec- 
tion.

Occupied at Cedar Hill Last Night 
by the "No Cabinet Minister" 
Advocates 



Hostil^y to Victoria's Shipping In- 
terests Again Expressed to 
Tickle the Fanners' Ems. 



A Curious Mixture of Misrepresen- 
tation Which Does Not Tell 
Against Col. Prior. 



Cedar Hill electors la t evening heard 
several explanations from the Opposi- 
tion-Liberal spokesmen as to why they 
advocate the interests of their faction in 
opposition to the provincial rights of 
British Columbia, and though the ban- 
ner they hung upon the wall bore the 
red-letter legend "No Juggling With 
Provincial Rights" those of the speakers 
who mentioned this text gave a 
rare exhibition of jugglery. The 
meeting was called in the interest 
of Mr. William Temnleuian, wboattend- 
ed witli a numerous body of supporters 
from the city to show cause why he 
should be awarded a hack bench on the 
opposition side at Ottawa while some 
gentleman from one of the ICastern pro- 
vinces occupies the seat in the cabinet row 
which Premier Bowell has reserved for 
Hon. E.G. Prior pending his re-election 
as one of the members from Victoria. 

The first speaker was the can- 
didate, Mr. Tem pieman. Notwith- 
standing his plea at the theatre meeting 
that he was not responsible for the 
invention of the Times that Col. Prior is 
"no cabinet minister," he assured his 
audience that he believed the fairy tales 
which have been worked oil' upon bis 
newspaper ; but added that if they would 
call at the Times ofiice he would show 
them some letters from Mr. Laurier to 
the effect that some day when tie climbs 
back into power bo will choose a col- 
league from somewhere in this province. 
The audience laughed, and one gentle- 
man said something about " a bird in the 
hand," etc. 

Mr. Marchant next explained to the 
farmers present that the Liberal party 
would bo fix matters that everything the 
farmers have to sell will be dear, and 
everything they have to buy from the 
cities will be cheap. (There were no city 
people present except the solid Liberals 
who had gone out witli him.) He 
next repeated the expressions of hostil- 
ity to the Australian steamship subsidies 
which is one of the adjustable planks of 
the opposition platform, and in his 
mind's eye saw cans of Australian mut- 
ton rolling by thousands down the hill- 
sides of this province to the danger of 
the lives and limbs of native sheep whose 
provincial rights would be jeopardised, 
lie was also concerned lest fresh eggs 
should soon be part of the cargo of the 
steamers, and hatch into chickens on 
the 21 -day trip. Several questions dis- 
turbed Mr. Marchant's oratory. Such 
as " Did the farmers grow rich under 
Liberal rule? " which was received with 
great applause and laughter. 

Dr. Milne had nothing to say about 
the high protection under which his 
profession thrive, but dealt at great 
length with the tariff and the allegation, 
which he erroneously attri butes to Col. 
Prior, that the Liberals practised free 
trade when in ofiice. He thought that 
protection for the labor of the mechanic 
is simply shocking ; and he again pro- 
tested against the rebate arrangement 
which by giving the Canadian manu- 
facturer certain raw material free of 
duty enables him to compete against 
all comers i.i foreign markets. Coining 
down to personalties, be commenced to 
tell how, as he says, Col. Prior's hardware 
firm represent in this province one of 
the hated manufacturers who furnish so 
much employment in the East, and he 
alleged that E. G. Prior A Co. charge 
$'240 for a Massey binder in this pro- 
vince while the same machine— '' he 
bad it on good authority " — is sold for 
much less in Australia. Mr. James 
Todd, a farmer present, to Dr. Milne's 
evident discomfiture disposed of this 
latest tale of Tory outrage by interrupt- 
ing with the statement that lie not long 
ago bought a brand new Massey binder 
from Col. Prior's firm for $150 
and that the price of the Osborne 
machine at the same place is 8125. 
Dr. Milne promptly dropped the subject ; 
and continued the protest which ho 
bad been making against the subsidy 
to the Australian steamers which to 
many citizens are eo welcome here, but in 
which when out of town the Doctor sees 
only a menace to the farming interest. 
He brandished a real can of Australian 
mutton such as Mr. Marchant conjured 
up on] the hillsides, and declared with 
emphasis that Mr. Thomas Earle, a 
Member of Parliament, helps to sell this 
'stud' here, and that it is particularly 
dangerous because better than the Chi- 
cago product. 

An animated discussion here took 
place between Mr. Archer Martin, a 
Victoria barrister, and Mr. Joseph 
Tracey, a young farmer of Cedar Hill 
district, on the subject of certain para- 
graphs derogatory to Mr. Tracey which 
appeared in print some months ago, end 
for which he seemed to hold Mr. Martin 
responsible- 
Mr. Martin soon afterwards had his 
turn on the platform, and made an ad- 
dress lasting an hour and a half. He 
declared as a lawyer — the lirst heard 
from — that "Col. Prior is no member of 
the Cabinet." After another war of 
words with Mr. Tracey, whose questions 
Mr. Martin was unable or unwilling to 
answer, the latter in evident bad tem- 
per made a vicious attack on Hon. Dr. 
Helmcken, whom he accused of dis- 
loyalty in advocating the union of Brit- 
ish Columbia with the United (States 
in 1870. Mr. Martin read from official re- 
cords extracts strung together in support 
of his charge, but evidently failing to 
substantiate it in the optnion of his au- 
dience. He went after Mr. H. Dallas 
Helmcken, Q.C., M.P.P., in the same 
strain, and by contrast recounted the 
loyal deeds of his (Mc Martin's) ances- 
tors for generations past. Then he made 
a wonderful presentation of the Mani- 
toba school question, which according to 
him has arisen simply because " You 
know how grasping tne priests are!" 
When he finished the audience hastily 
made for the door, and the proceedings 
came to an end.
